Dear  PC  Family, 


I  was  in  Myrtle  Beach  for  a  PC  gathering  when  1  was  called  with  the  news  of  Ed  Campbell's  death.  Upon  returning  to  campus, 
I  was  overcome  with  the  need  to  put  to  paper  my  thoughts  about  this  remarkable  servant  of  PC.  I  would  like  to  share  them  with 
you; 

Ed  Campbell  served  Presbyterian  College  every  minute  of  his  professional  life.  For  fifty  years  his  remarkable  leadership  skills 
were  directed  at  one  time  or  another  to  admissions,  academic  records,  business  and  finance,  financial  development,  and,  most 
recently,  the  education  of  a  new  president.  From  the  day  1  stepped  foot  on  the  PC  campus,  Ed  Campbell  was  determined  that  1 
would  be  a  Blue  Hose  through  and  through.  He  understood  that  the  PC  Spirit  was  embodied  in  the  relationship  between  people, 
much  like  in  a  family.  It  was  the  PC  family  that  he  nourished,  encouraged,  challenged,  pushed,  and  loved.  It  was  PC  as  family 
that  he  insisted  1  know.  And  so  two  years  ago,  I  asked  him  to  become  my  special  assistant  so  that  1  might  internalize  as  much  as 
possible  of  what  he  knew.  What  he  knew  and  loved  was  people. 

There  is  a  side  to  Ed  Campbell  that  many  may  not  know  for  he  was  humble  in  his  advocacy  for  the  College  and  did  not  seek 
credit  for  great  accomplishments.  Ed  worked  behind  the  scene  to  assure  the  success  of  the  vote  for  coeducation;  he  worked 
behind  the  scene  to  assure  the  success  of  integration.  In  fact,  Ed  Campbell  planted  many  of  the  seeds  that  made  these  transfor- 
mational decisions  possible.  It  is  the  visionary  that  I  want  to  be  sure  you  recognize.  Ed  understood  that  education  is  always  about 
becoming.  It  serves  this  purpose  for  individuals;  it  serves  this  purpose  for  society.  Thus  he  was  always  on  the  lookout  for  the 
future  potential  in  a  person,  a  situation,  or  an  institution.  Many  alumni  attribute  their  success  in  life  to  Ed  Campbell  for  making 
a  life  possible  they  never  dreamed.  Likewise,  Ed  helped  make  possible  a  PC  many  believed  impossible.  He  believed  the  College 

played  a  unique  role  in  American  higher  education.  In  particular,  he  understood  what  a  college  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  should  be.  Once  our  ambitious  strategic  plan  for 

the  first  decade  of  this  new  century  was  adopted,  Ed  Campbell  internalized  that  vision,  accepted  it  as  his  own,  and  set  out  to  tell  the  story  to  the  family  and  to  lay  the  seeds  of 

success. 

On  my  conference  table  is  an  "Energizer  Bunny"  given  to  me  by  the  officers  of  the  College.  To  me  that  bunny  symbolizes  Ed  —  the  man  who  kept  on  keeping  on  with  joy, 

faith,  vision,  and  passion  for  PC.  One  of  the  great  pleasures  of  my  administration  was  bestowing  on  Ed  in  the  fall  of  W^  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Commercial  Science,  honoris 

causa.  Dr.  Campbell,  I  salute  you. 

In  this  issue  of  the  Magazine,  you  will  find  a  variety  of  stories  that  pay  tribute  to  the  core  values  of  PC  —  characteristics  that  flourished  in  abundance  in  Ed  Campbell.  As 
always,  we  are  interested  in  your  reactions  to  our  work  on  behalf  of  the  students  we  serve  and  invite  your  comment.

*^Better-kept  secret" 
earns  national  praise 
in  two  college  guides 

Presbyterian  College  has  been  recognized 
nationally  in  two  major  college  guidebooks  for  the 
quality  of  its  academic  and  social  programs  and 
also  for  the  value  it  affords  students  and  their 
parents. 

The  recognition  "validates  the  high  quality 
of  education  at  PC  and  the  high  caliber  of 
students  who  choose  to  attend  the  College," 
according  to  Dr.  David  Gillespie,  PC's  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty. 

PC  is  among  only  22  private  colleges  and 
universities  nationwide  to  be  named  a  "Best  Buy" 
in  the  2002  edition  of  "The  Fiske  Guide  to 
Colleges."  TTie  selections  were  made  along  with 
21  public  colleges  and  universities  based  on  the 
quality  of  each  school's  academic  offerings  in 
relation  to  the  cost  of  attendance. 

Compiled  by  Edward  B.  Fiske,  former 
education  editor  of  The  New  York  Times,  and  a 
staff  of  researchers,  The  Fiske  Guide  to  Colleges 
rates  more  than  300  colleges  and  universities  on 
academics,  social  life,  and  quality  of  life.  It  also 
describes  the  campus  culture  and  lifestyle,  lists 
each  college's  strongest  programs  and  provides 
statistics  about  SAT  and  ACT  scores,  male-female 
ratios,  the  number  of  applicants,  and  the  number 
of  students  receiving  financial  aid. 

The  publication's  selections  are  based  on 
surveys  of  thousands  of  students,  teachers,  and 
administrators,  visits  to  the  colleges  and 


universities,  admissions  and  financial  aid 
statistics,  and  tuition. 

The  book's  section  on  PC  cites  the  College's 
honor  code,  service  opportunities,  sense  of 
community,  and  academic  reputation  as  keys  to 
student  satisfaction:  "Students  say  they  feel 
fortunate  to  be  a  part  of  an  up-and-coming 
college  that  encourages  not  only  academic 
excellence  but  spiritual  growth  as  well.  And  it's 
those  enduring  equalities  that  make  Presbyterian 
one  of  higher  education's  better-kept  secrets." 

The  College  also  is  included  among  the 
nation's  premier  liberal  arts  colleges  in  the  2002 
"America's  Best  Colleges"  guide 
compiled  and  produced  by 
U.S.    News    & 
World  Report. 

PC  is  listed  in 
the  guide's  second 
tier     of     national 
liberal  arts  colleges, 
matching  last  year's 
performance    in    the 
rankings.    The  nation's 
2 1 8  liberal  arts  colleges  are 
divided  into  four  tiers  in 
the  guide  based  on  such 
criteria  as  academic  reputation, 
freshman    retention    rate, 
predicted  and  actual  graduation 
rate,  class  size,  acceptance  rate 
and  alumni  giving. 

"I'm  pleased,  especially  that 
PC's       academic       reputation 
improved,"  Gillespie  said.  "It's  grati- 
fying to  me  that  PC  is  in  the  category 
it's  in.    It  places  us  in  good  company 


with  the  other  national  liberal  arts  colleges.  It  is 
a  more  prestigious  category  and  is  a  good 
indication  that  our  academic  reputation  is  good 
and  it's  improving." 

U.S.  News  &  World  Report  also  included  PC 
among  its  "Great  Schools  at  Great  Prices"  last  fall. 
Using  a  formula  that  takes  into  consideration  a 
school's  academic  quality  and  the  net  cost  of 
attendance  for  a  student  who  receives  an  average 
financial  aid  package,  the  magazine  ranked 
PC  tied  for  thirteenth  place 
nationally  among  liberal  arts 
colleges  that  award  bachelor's 
degrees.

Center  is  designed 
to  meet  the  demands 
of  a  global  society 

During  his  address  to  the  Newcomen  Soci- 
ety of  the  United  States  last  fall,  Presbyterian 
College  president  John  Griffith  noted  that  the 
College  has,  throughout  its  rich  history,  risen  to 
the  challenges  of  society  and  the  world. 

In  the  years  to  come,  it  will  continue  to  do  so. 

In  response  to  the  economic,  religious, 
cultural  and  ethnic  issues  surfacing  in  both  the 
South  and  the  world,  PC  is  creating  a  program  that 
will  prepare  students  to  meet  those  challenges. 

"The  future  leaders  we  produce  must  under- 
stand their  Southern  heritage  and,  at  the  same 
time,  be  able  to  dance  across  the  global  stage  hold- 
ing hands  with  those  who  view  the  world  from 
different  vantage  points,"  Griffith  said. 

To  meet  that  goal,  PC  is  establishing  the 
Southeastern  Center  tor  Intercultural 
Studies  -  an  effort  to  provide  a  new  and  emerging 
South  with  educated  leaders  for  an  increasingly 
global  society. 

"We  intend  that  our  students  be  Southerners 
who  are  at  the  same  time  citizens  of  the  world; 
that  they  be  capable  of  exercising  their  God-given 
imaginations  to  view  issues  from  the 
vantage  point  of  other  ideologies,  cultures,  and 
religions,"  Griffith  said,  "and  to  appreciate  and 
respect  persons  different  from  themselves." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Greg  Henley,  longtime  PC 
chaplain,  will  serve  as  the  center's  first  director. 
A  commission  chaired  by  Henley,  professor  of 
political  science  Dr.  Booker  Ingram,  and 
assistant  professor  of  history  Dr.  Anita  Gustafson 
has  been  working  to  develop  a  framework  for  the 
new  program.  The  commission,  having 
submitted  a  report  last  August  to  the  College's 
Academic  Affairs  Council,  continues  to  work 
toward  a  curriculum  and  a  program  of  study 
worthy  of  the  center's  promise. 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  important  strategic 
initiatives  for  this  College  in  a  decade,"  said  Dr. 
David  Gillespie,  vice  president  of  academic  af- 
fairs and  dean  of  the  faculty.  "Its  real  purpose  is  to 
underscore  PC  students'  citizenship  in  a  diverse, 
multicultural  region  and  world." 


The  center  will  offer  studies  that  cut  across 
a  variety  of  disciplines  and  is  considered  a  perfect 
fit  for  PC's  general  education  program  and  strate- 
gic plan.  The  program  will  include  foreign  study 
opportunities,  as  well  as  intercultural  encounters 
for  students  participating  in  Student  Volunteer 
Services  or  the  Multicultural  Student  Union.  The 
commission  has  also  discussed  faculty  and  student 
exchange  programs  between  PC  and  historically 
African-American  colleges  and  universities. 

"The  key  to  the  enterprise  will  be  faculty 
involvement,"  Henley  said.  "The  center  hopes 
to  provide  opportunities  for  faculty  to  work  across 
disciplines  in  fashioning  a  curriculum  that 
combines  traditional  educational  pedagogy  with 
chances  for  students  to  experience  and  interact 
with  peoples  and  cultures  different  from  their 
own." 

One  of  the  center's  most  exciting  elements 
is  a  proposed  satellite  center  in  Atlanta,  allowing 
students  to  engage  in  a  semester  of  study  in  a 
larger,  metropolitan  setting.  Henley  said  that  PC's 
proximity  to  Atlanta  provides  a  number  of 
opportunities  to  address  historical,  political, 
social  and  economic  issues  facing  not  only  the 
Southeast,  but  also  the  entire  world. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  the  Southeastern 
and  intercultural  initiative  serves  as  an  innova- 
tive and  bold  way  to  help  students  understand 
the  entirety  of  God's  creation,  while  remaining 
true  to  PC's  traditions  of  church  and  service 


"It  has  been  exciting  for  the  commission  to 
think  together  about  the  potential  of  creating  a 
center  at  PC  that  draws  upon  the  existing 
strengths  of  the  institution,  both  in  terms  of 
curriculum  and  faculty  expertise,"  he  said. 

"The  center 
hopes  to  provide 
opportunities  for 
faculty  to  work 
across  disciplines 
in  fashioning  a 
Qreg  Henley  curricidum  that 

combines  traditional  educational 
pedagogy  with  chances  for  students  to 
experience  and  interact  with  peoples  and 
cultures  different  from  their  oivn."

Recommendations 

o..eiigthen 
Greek  life  at  PC 


Presbyterian  College  has  taken  steps, 
through  a  23-member  task  force  and  meetings 
with  the  student  body,  to  strengthen  its  relationship 
with  campus  Greek  organizations  and  to  ensure 
the  future  of  those  organizations. 

The  task  force,  chaired  by  PC  President  John 
Griffith  and  Vice  President  for  Student  Life  Joe 
Nixon,  took  under  consideration  last  year  the 
physical,  social,  and  liability  aspects  of  Greek  life 
at  the  College.  Working  with  leaders  of  Greek 
organizations,  the  task  force  submitted  a  series  of 
recommendations  that  include  development  of 
a  facilities  master  plan  and  the  implementation 
of  a  sticker  system  to  manage  participation  in 
social  events  sponsored  by  Greek  organizations. 

The  Student  Government  Association, 
Faculty  Senate,  Inter-Fraternity  Council, 
Panhellenic  Council,  and  the  College's  Board  of 
Trustees  all  endorsed  those  recommendations,  and 
action  on  the  recommendations  is  expected  to 
follow  as  early  as  this  spring,  according  to  Marc 
Shook,  the  College's  assistant  dean  of  students 
for  Greek  and  residence  life. 

Robbie  Timms,  president  ot  the  Inter- 
Fraternity  Council,  said  that  with  the  support  of 
all  involved,  the  task  force's  recommendations 
will  prove  to  be  in  the  best  interest  ot  the  College's 
fraternities  and  sororities. 

"This  will  have  to  be  a  group  effort  between 
the  school,  the  students,  the  faculty,  and  the 
alumni,"  he  said.  "All  of  die  recommendations  were 
made  in  an  effort  to  be  beneficial  to  Greek  Life." 

Shook  said  work  should  begin  early  this  year 
on  the  facilities  master  plan,  which  will  address 
the  condition  and  lease  agreements  of  existing 
fraternity  housing,  the  facility  needs  of  sororities 
and  other  student  social  groups,  and  pedestrian 
and  vehicular  traffic  at  what  is  currently  known 
as  Fraternity  Court.  The  task  force  also 
recommended  creating  a  new  identity  for  the  area 
encompassing  Fraternity  Court,  the  Charlotte 
Hawkins  Brown  House  and  the  townhouses,  and 
establishing  a  "Court  Council"  to  coordinate 
social  events  there.

The  task  force  also  recommended  that  a 
"Blue  Dot"  sticker  system  be  established  tor 
students  who  wish  to  attend  registered  social 
events  at  Fraternity  Court  that  are  not  designated 
as  a  "members  and  dates  only"  functions.  At  the 
beginning  of  each  academic  year,  a  student  would 
pay  an  annual  fee  and  receive  a  "Blue  Dot"  sticker 
that  would  be  placed  on  his  or  her  student 
identification  card. 

Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  stickers  would 
be  used  to  fund:  mandated  private  security  for  any 
Fraternity  Court  function  with  more  than  75 
people  in  attendance;  risk  management  education 
and  crisis  training  programs;  the  Blue  Line  Safe 
Rides  program;  the  cost  of  "unassignable" 
damages  at  Fraternity  Court;  and  social  events 
(not  sponsored  by  a  Greek  organization)  open  to 
all  students  with  a  "Blue  Dot"  ID. 

The  student  body  was  invited  to  two  forums 
to  discuss  the  proposed  "Blue  Dot"  system.  Input 
from  those  forums  was  used  to  draft  a  final  plan, 
which  should  be  in  place  for  the  2002-03  academic 
year,  according  to  Shook. 

"The  most  important  aspect  of  the  whole 
process  was  the  student  voice  that  was 
encouraged  and  acted  upon,"  said  SGA  president 
and  task  force  member  Mitchell  Spearman.  "The 
administration  actively  sought  out  student 
thoughts,  comments,  suggestions  and  reactions  to 
every  minute  detail  of  the  recommendations. 
Some  of  these  very  concerns  were  quickly  acted 
upon  and  were  changed  to  appease  the  student 
body.  It  is  very  reassuring  to  me  that  this  college 


community  seeks  voices  from  all  constituencies 
when  dealing  with  issues.  Because  of  this,  no 
student  can  complain  that  they  weren't  given  an 
opportunity  to  express  their  opinion." 

Other  recommendations  by  the  Greek  Life 
Task  Force  include  annual  analyses  of  liability 
issues  facing  Greek  organizations,  annual 
self-evaluations  submitted  by  the  membership  of 
each  fraternity  and  sorority,  and  the  formation  of 
a  Greek  Alumni  Council.  The  new  policies  are 
designed  to  both  strengthen  the  social  atmosphere 
attached  to  fraternity  and  sorority  functions  and 
align  practices  with  Greek  organizations 
nationwide. 

"The  Greek  Life  Task  Force  recommendations 
were  desperately  needed  to  improve  and  insure 
future  success  of  the  Greek  system  at  PC,"  said 
Lawton  Greenwood,  president  of  Kappa  Alpha 
Order.  "1  am  very  pleased  with  the  recommendations 
in  the  areas  of  risk  management  and  housing.  I 
feel  that  students'  safety  and  well-being  in  a  fun 
environment  should  be  of  utmost  importance." 

Anne  Sullivan,  president  of  the  Panhellenic 
Council,  said  she  is  confident  that  Greek 
organizations  will  continue  to  have  a  strong 
presence  on  campus. 

"It  seems  that  everyone  that  I  have  talked  to 
is  really  excited  about  the  future  of  Greek  life  at 
PC,"  she  said.  "For  the  most  part,  everyone  is  ready 
to  move  forward  with  all  the  exciting  changes  and 
additions  that  the  Greek  Life  Task  Force  has 
established."

"Best  and  brightest'' 
seek  the  inaugural 
Harrington  Prize 

One  oi  the  nation's  most  prestigious  awards 
for  Christian  ministry  will  he  awarded  this  spring 
when  Presbyterian  College,  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  Columbia  Theological  Seminary 
announce  the  inaugural  winner  of  the  W.  Frank 
Harrington  Prize. 

Named  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  W.  Frank 
Harrington  '57,  former  senior  minister  at 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  in  Atlanta,  Ga., 
and  chairman  of  the  PC  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
Harrington  Prize  recognizes  individuals  in  the 
early  stages  of  their  careers  in  Christian  ministry 
who  have  demonstrated  exemplary  preaching, 
evangelism,  community  service,  and  the  promise 
for  future  contributions  to  Christian  ministry. 

Leni  Patterson  '83,  the  director  of  the 
program,  worked  with  Harrington  Prize  trustees 
and  a  seven-member  advisory  council  to  develop 
a  vision  for  honoring  Harrington's  life  and 
ministry,  as  well  as  a  framework  for  the  prize  itself 

"I'm  really  excited  to  be  back  at  PC  and 
associated  with  the  college  on  this  project,"  she 
said.  "I'm  thankful  for  the  opportunity  to  work 
with  the  trustees  of  the  Harrington  Prize  and  to 
be  a  part  of  a  process  that  calls  attention  to 
effective  Christian  ministry." 

By  focusing  on  young  ministers,  the  institutions 
that  have  united  to  honor  Harrington  also  are 
honoring  the  Christian  ministry  itself 

"Its  purpose  is  to  hold  up  the  ministry  as  a 
true  career  option  and  have  a  greater  impact  on 
young  people  interested  in  becoming  ministers," 
Patterson  said. 

Recipients  of  the  Harrington  Prize  will 
receive  a  $25,000  cash  stipend  and  invitations  to 
serve  as  a  distinguished  visitor  and  lecturer  at  each 
of  the  three  Presbyterian  Church  USA  institutions 
honoring  the  late  Dr.  Harrington. 

Harrington,  who  held  degrees  from 
Presbyterian  College  and  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  and  also  served  on  the  boards  of 
trustees  at  both  institutions,  was  not  only  an 
advocate  of  the  Christian  ministry  as  a  career,  but 
also  as  a  path  for  serving  God  and  his  people. 

"Again  and  again  I  remind  myself  that  the 
greatest  among  you  is  one  who  serves,"  he  once 
said.  "I  am  more  aware  of  my  inability  to  meet  all 
the  demands  of  my  life  than  my  sufficiency  to  meet 
them.  The  reality  that  gives  me  the  most 
satisfaction  is  that  every  day  1  live,  I  have  the 
opportunity  to  help  someone." 

The  caliber  of  nominees  tor  the  inaugural 
award  is  a  sign  that  the  Harrington  Prize  will 
honor  the  best  and  brightest. 


"These  nominees  are  people  out  there  doing 
wonderful  things  in  their  churches  and 
communities,  especially  those  who  are  making 
tremendous  efforts  to  bring  people  back  to  the 
church,"  Patterson  said. 

Following  the  application  process,  the 
selection  committee  will  meet  in  February  to 
choose  a  recipient.  The  winner  will  be  ammnnced 
on  April  22.

Ajumni  Association 
presents  five  awards 
during  Homecoming 

For  many  Presbyterian  College  alumni, 
Homecoming  is  a  time  to  swap  family  photos  and 
college-era  tales  with  classmates,  see  changes  in 
their  alma  mater,  and  to  cheer  the  Blue  Hose 
athletic  teams  to  victory. 

For  PC,  it  is  also  an  opportunity  to  honor 
and  recognize  alumni  who  have  established  new 
standards  for  service  to  their  alma  mater  and  to 
their  communities.  Such  was  the  case  during  the 
2001  PC  Alumni  Association  program  held 
October  13  in  Edmunds  Hall  as  part  of 
Homecoming  festivities,  when  the  College 
honored  five  individuals  who  have  distinguished 
themselves  in  their  careers  and  in  service  to  the 
College  and  others. 

PC  President  John  Griffith  presented  the 
prestigious  Alumni  Gold  P  Award  to  Dodge 
Frederick  '64  of  Lexington,  S.C.  The  retired 
special  agent-in-charge  of  the  Columbia,  S.C, 
office  of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation, 
Frederick  also  served  as  the  interim  director  of 
the  S.C.  Department  of  Corrections  early  last  year 
after  being  asked  to  take  over  the  position  by  Gov. 
Jim  Hodges  following  a  time  of  crisis  and  scandal 
in  the  department. 

"As  he  has  done  so  many  times  during  his 
career.  Dodge  answered  the  call  when  he  was 
needed,"  Griffith  said.  "That's  what  strong 
leaders  do." 


Frederick  humbly  said  that  many  of  his 
fellow  alumni  are  just  as  deserving  of  the  honor, 
and  that  he  shares  with  them  a  central  theme 
ot  service. 

"I've  spent  my  entire  career  in  public  service 
.md  I'm  touched  to  be  honored  for  it,"  he  said. 

Outstanding  service  to  both  his  church  and 
community  earned  Danny  Cook  '79  of  Clinton 
the  Dum  Vivimus  Servimus  Award.  In  presenting 
the  award,  PC  Director  of  Alumni  Relations 
Randy  Randall  described  Cook  as  the  creator  of  a 
"masterpiece"  at  Presbyterian  College,  and  in 
Clinton  and  Laurens  County. 

"During  his  days  as  a  student  —  from  serving 
as  PC's  student  body  president  to  accepting  the 
college's  Outstanding  Senior  Award  —  it  was 
evident  that  Danny  cared  about  the  people  and 
places  around  him,"  Randall  said.  "More 
importantly,  it  became  evident  that  he  cared  about 
making  them  better  —  personally  and  professionally" 

Cook  said  service  has  always  been  an 
important  part  of  his  life  and  urged  others  to 
join  him. 

"Keep  the  PC  spirit  alive,"  he  said.  "When 
service  knocks  on  your  door,  take  up  the  chal- 
lenge or  seek  it  out." 

PC  presented  1985  graduate  Bailey  Harris  of 
Lexington,  S.C,  with  its  Outstanding  Young 
Alumnus  Award.  A  former  member  of  the  Blue 
Hose  basketball  and  track  teams,  Harris  coaches 
the  men's  basketball  team  at  Lexington  High 
School  and  guided  the  team  to  state  AAAA  titles 
in  1996  and  2000. 

"However,  his  players'  success  is  measured  by 
more  than  victories  and  championships,"  said 
Laura  Ashley,  president  of  the  PC  Alumni 


Association.  "The  parent  of  one  of  those  former 
players,  having  seen  his  son  mature  under  the 
coach's  tutelage,  praised  Bailey  as  'not  only  an 
excellent  coach,  but  an  outstanding  role  model.'" 

Harris  noted  that,  being  a  member  of  the  PC 
family,  it  didn't  matter  if  you  were  a  member  of 
the  Class  of  '35  or  the  Class  of  '05.  Strong 
connections  bridge  the  years  and  create  a  sense 
of  togetherness. 

The  College's  Mary  F.  Lehman  Alumni 
Service  Award,  named  in  honor  of  PC's  longtime 
administrative  assistant  in  the  Office  of  Alumni 
Relations,  was  presented  to  Dr.  Thomas  A. 
Whitaker  '66  of  Myrtle  Beach,  S.C.  A  talented 
ophthalmologist,  Whitaker  is  noted  not  only  for 
his  generosity  to  his  alma  mater  but  also  to  his 
patients  and  fellow  schoolmates. 

"When  it  comes  to  serving  his  alma  mater, 
Tom  takes  any  steps  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
task,"  said  David  G.  Davies  '66,  Whitaker's 
college  roommate.  "  He  has  opened  his  check- 
book to  issue  alumni  challenges.  He  has  opened 
his  kitchen  to  cook  pots  of  his  famous  Frogmore 
Stew  at  alumni  socials.  He  has  simply  opened  his 
heart  to  help  Presbyterian  College." 

Whitaker  said  he  has  merely  returned  to  the 
College  what  it  gave  him. 

"What  I've  done  is  no  more  than  what 
I  believe  should  have  been  done,"  he  said. 

The  PC  Alumni  Association  also  presented 
a  new  award  to  a  member  of  the  PC  community 
—  its  first  award  to  an  individual  who  did  not 
graduate  from  PC.  The  first  Honorary  Alumnus 
Award  was  presented  to  Boh  Strock,  former  PC 
coach  and  longtime  head  of  the  College's  physical 
education  department.  Strock  still  can  be  seen 
on  the  sidelines  at  Blue  Hose  football  games  as 
an  honorary  assistant  coach. 

"Perhaps  the  most  fitting  compliment  was 
paid  to  him  by  a  former  Blue  Hose  athlete,"  said 
Jon  Baggett,  assistant  director  of  alumni  relations. 
"  'I  never  knew  Coach  Strock  wasn't  a  PC  alum- 
nus,' he  said.  'It  seems  like  he's  always  been  a 
part  of  PC  We  hope  that  PC  will  always  be  a 
part  of  Bob." 

Although  Strock,  an  Erskine  College  alumnus, 
said  he  never  would  have  met  his  wife,  Betty,  had 
he  attended  PC,  he  quickly  added,  "I'll  bet  if  you 
cut  me,  I'll  bleed  blue....  Maybe  the  PC  family 
will  accept  me  as  an  old,  gray-headed  stepchild."

Campus  ministry 
to  see  new  leaders 
for  2002^03  year 

Presbyterian  College's  ties  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  (USA)  are  expected  to 
grow  even  closer  during  the  2002-03 
academic  year  when  two  new  individuals 
play  key  roles  in  the  expansion  of  PC's 
campus  ministry. 

The  College  will  seek  a  new  chaplain  tor 
the  first  time  in  18  years  when  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Greg  Henley  assumes  his  new  role  as 
director  of  the  new  center  for  intercultural 
studies.  The  chaplain  will  continue  to  guide 
the  office  that  serves  as  the  cornerstone  for 
pastoral  care  and  spiritual  programming  on 
campus,  including  regular  chapel  services, 
working  with  campus  religious  organizations 

The  new  chaplain  will  also  benefit  from 
the  close  relationship  between  the  College 
and  First  Presbyterian  Church.  The  two 
have  formed  a  partnership  to  create  a  unique 
model  for  campus  ministry  —  a  position  that 
is  being  offered  through  the  Church  and  will 
have  a  major  presence  on  campus. 

The  purpose  of  the  campus  ministry 
associate  position  is  to  provide  an  even 
stronger  Presbyterian  Church  (USA) 
presence  at  PC  and  to  better  serve  the  faith 
needs  ot  students. 


"We  want  to  put  a  face  on  Presbyterian 
Church  (USA)  —  for  this  to  be  our  person 
on  campus,  someone  to  say  this  is  who  we 
are,"  said  Rev.  Dennis  Tedder,  pastor  of  First 
Presbyterian  Church.  "The  biggest  thing  is 
visibility.  This  person  must  be  visible  on 
campus....  This  promises  to  be  a  fun, 
challenging,  spiritually  uplifting  and  excit- 
ing job  and  ministry  for  whomever  God 
sends  us. 

"College  is  a  critical  point  in  a  person's 
life  where  they  need  support,  a  spiritual  life, 
and  a  spiritual  journey,"  he  added,  noting 
that  it  is  easy  for  students  to  become 
absorbed  in  campus  activities.  "We  don't 
want  them  to  forget  the  Church.  The  right 
person  for  the  job  will  be  able  to  give  wit- 
ness to  what  it  is  to  be  a  Christian  young 
adult  and  Christian  believer  right  now.  The 
job  needs  someone  who  can  be  a  presence." 

The  campus  ministry  associate  will  work 
out  of  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Clinton. 
However,  he  or  she  will  work  closely  with 
other  ministers  and  the  PC  chaplain's 
office  to  "become  immersed  in  campus  life," 
according  to  Rev.  Tedder. 

He  added  that  the  ideal  candidate  must 
"care  about  the  campus,  must  he  fun  lov- 
ing, approachable,  and  a  self-assured  pastor" 
who  enjoys  programming  and  planning  re- 
treats. He  or  she  must  be  someone  who  will 
be  involved  in  student  life  —  such  as  start- 
ing a  Bible  study  and  attending  Fellowship 
of  Christian  Athletes  meetings  —  and  will 


assist  in  connecting  PC  students  with  local 
congregations  in  the  Presbyterian  Churc' . 
(USA).  Presbyterian  College  will  provui ■■ 
housing  near  the  campus. 

Locating  the  ideal  candidate  for  the  ni-w 
position  is  a  task  that  has  fallen  to  the 
Upstate  Campus  Ministry  Covenant  —  a 
committee  comprised  of  representatives 
trom  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Clinton, 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Spartanburg, 
Fir!.t  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greenville, 
Fourth  Presbyterian  Church  of  Greenville, 
small  membership  churches  in  Laurens 
County,  Trinity  Presbytery,  and  two  students 
at  Presbyterian  College:  Meredith  Lummus, 
a  sophomore  from  Moore,  S.C.,  and  Kelly 
Randall,  a  freshman  from  Clinton. 

"I'd  like  to  see  someone  who  isn't  always 
in  the  office,  but  rather  is  out  interacting 
with  students  —  someone  who  comes  to 
basketball  games  and  football  games  and 
relates  well  to  campus  life,"  said  Randall,  a 
member  of  First  Presbyterian  Church. 

"We  talked  and  dreamed,  and  now  we 
can  realize  the  dream,"  Rev.  Tedder  said.  "It 
is  the  only  model  like  this  that  we  are  aware 
of  The  gifts  of  the  person  who  is  called 
will  make  it  more  than  a  job  description. 
That  person  will  make  it  real  through  en- 
thusiasm and  how  he  or  she  manifests  God's 
spirit." 

Applications  for  the  position  will  be  ac- 
cepted at  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Clinton  until  March  15,  2002.

Eilerbee,  Rushkoff 
tackle  the  topic  of 
Children  &  Media 

The  power  and  responsibility  of  the  media  - 
especially  when  and  how  it  affects  children  -  has 
fueled  powerful  dehate  at  Presbyterian  College 
during  the  2001-02  academic  year. 

The  Russell  Program's  year-long  look  at 
"Children  and  the  Media"  brought  to  campus  last 
October  award-winning  television  producer  and 
best-selling  author  Linda  EUerbee  and  author, 
educator  and  frequent  media  commentator  Dou- 
glas Rushkoff  to  discuss  the  media's  impact  on 
young  people. 

EUerbee,  familiar  to  many  television  view- 
ers from  her  years  on  network  television,  remained 
true  to  her  reputation  as  a  media  maverick  by 
questioning  both  the  motivation  and  decisions  of 
mainstream  media  executives.  The  producer, 
writer,  and  host  of  "Nick  News"  on  Nickelodeon, 
EUerbee  said  media  coverage  of  the  September 
1 1  attacks  was  a  prime  example  of  why  she  no 
longer  works  for  a  major  network. 

Despite  concern  that  children  have  lost  their 
innocence  through  exposure  to  the  evils  of  the 
"real"  world,  EUerbee  pointed  out  that  kids  are 
hard-pressed  to  ignore  the  barrage  of  images  from 
the  attacks  and  are  subsequently  frightened  by  the 
consequences. 

"Our  job  is  to  explain  it...  to  lower  their  anxi- 
eties," she  said.  "(On  Nick  News)  we  gave  them 
a  forum  to  talk  about  their  fears.  We  reassured 
them  that  adults  are  doing  everything  they  can 


to  keep  them  sate.  We  let  them  talk.  They  have 
more  perspective  than  we  think." 

EUerbee  said  it  is  important  for  children  to 
understand  in  an  appropriate  way  what  is  hap- 
pening in  the  world  around  them. 

"Citizenship  doesn't  start  when  you're  18," 
she  said. 

EUerbee  left  network  television  in  1987  to 
start  Lucky  Duck  Productions  with  her  partner, 
Rolfe  Tessem,  and  in  1991  began  writing  and 
hosting  the  Peabody  and  Emmy  award-winning 
"Nick  News."  The  first  special,  on  the  Gulf  War,

began  "with  me  on  sitting  on  the  floor,  wearing 
jeans  with  a  globe,"  she  recalled. 

Despite  conventional  wisdom  that  says  chil- 
dren have  short  attention  spans  and  would  not 
watch  a  news  show,  EUerbee  said  she  discovered 
quite  the  opposite. 

"We  decided  kids  want  more,  not  less.  And 
they'll  listen  if  you  are  a  good  storyteller,"  she  said. 
"We  don't  make  decisions  for  them  or  think  for 
them.  We  show  them  that  choices  are  hard.  We 
want  them  to  flex  their  'choice'  muscles  early.  We 
want  them  to  know  that  their  voices  count." 

EUerbee  encourages  parents  to  watch  televi- 
sion with  their  children  —  to  ask  them  relevant 
questions  and  help  them  discover  a  context  for 
what  they  watch. 

"We  must  teach  our  kids  to  he  media  liter- 
ate," she  said.  "That's  not  the  same  thing  as  cen- 
sorship. We  must  teach  them  that  television  is 
not  a  mysterious  medium,  but  can  be  a  useful  tool." 

Rushkoff,  an  author  and  professor  of  media 
culture  at  New  York  University's  Interactive 
Telecommunications  Program,  agreed  that 
childten  are  smarter  than  many  adults  may  think. 
He  said  the  idea  that  "everything  is  going  wrong" 
for  children  is  largely  a  construct  of  the  media  itself. 

"If  you  pay  attention  to  most  news  programs 
today,  the  message  is  that  students  are  getting 
more  stupid  and  more  violent  —  that  all  this 
media  they're  being  exposed  to  is  melting  their

brains,"  he  said.  "But  the  evidence  to  support  that 
idea  doesn't  exist." 

Still,  Rushkoff  noted  that  news  media 
continue  to  links  such  incidents  as  school 
shootings  with  violent  content  media  such  as 
video  games  and  films.  The  reason,  he  said,  lies 
in  the  economics  and  marketing  of  mass  media. 

"Creating  panic  about  the  media  helps  sell 
the  media,"  Rushkoff  said,  adding  that  there  is  a 
widespread  fear  in  the  media  that  people  will 
become  media  literate.  "Kids  in  particular  are 
shaking  themselves  free  of  programming....  They 
are  able  to  deconstruct  the  media.  And  if  you 
deconstruct  it,  it  loses  its  power." 

There  is  also  a  generational  difference 
between  adults  and  today's  "screenagers," 
Rushkoff  said. 

"Kids  are  natives  of  this  hypermedia,"  he  said. 
"Adults  are  immigrants." 

Like  any  immigrant  whose  children  speak  a 
new  language  fluently,  it  is  easier  for  adults  to 
discount  that  fluency  as  bad.  It  is  important,  he 
said,  for  everyone  —  adults  and  children  —  to 
understand  that  the  media  develop  constituen- 
cies and  consumers  rather  than  simply  delivering 
information. 

"They  don't  call  it  television  programming 
for  nothing,"  he  said. 

But  Rushkoff  added  that  the  new  generation 
of  young  people  has  used  technology  to  break  the 
spell  of  television  programming.  They  use  remote 
controls  to  change  channels  in  resistance  of 
commercial  programming.  They  use  joysticks  to 
change  their  relationship  with  the  pixels  on  their 
television  screens.  And  they  use  computer  mice 
and  keyboards  to  transform  monitors  into  portals 
to  a  "do  it  yourself  culture. 

Kids,  he  said,  are  responding  positively  to  this 
new  culture,  despite  efforts  to  cure  them  from 
"diseases"  like  channel  surfing.  Rushkoff  urged 
parents  not  to  bemoan  this  new  way  of  processing 
information  and  using  information  systems, 
but  to  encourage  their  kids  to  participate  in 
"a  renaissance."

Arnold  Symposium  panelists  discuss  effects  of  television  on  children 

To  watch  or  not  to  watch? 

That  was  one  of  the  questions  raised  about  television  during  the  Arnold  Symposium's  "Children 
and  the  Media"  panel  discussion  held  Jan.  22  in  Edmunds  Hall. 

Film  critic,  author,  and  syndicated  radio  host  Michael  Medved,  whose  family  is  among  the  fewer 
than  two  percent  in  the  United  States  that  do  not  own  televisions,  said  eliminating  that  medium  from 
homes  is  "the  kind  of  thing  that  ought  to  he  encouraged"  in  America. 

"Children  are  not  just  little  adults.  Most  children,  at  a  very  early  age,  think  that  people  on 
television  really  exist  —  that  people  really  live  inside  that  little  box.  And  it's  a  shame  if  they  believe 
that  those  people  inside  the  box  are  really  mean  and  nasty,"  Medved  said.  "Children's  sense  of  wonder 
about  the  world  is  ruined  by  too  much  television." 

Diane  Levin,  an  author  and  professor  at  Wheelock  College  whose  studies  include  how  violence 
and  the  media  culture  influence  children's  development,  stopped  short  of  recommending  abstinence. 
However,  she  said  parents  must  play  an  important  role  in  not  only  selecting  programming  for  their 
children,  but  also  watching  those  shows. 

"We  have  to  help  children  understand  what  they're  seeing.  Then  deconstruction  can  take  place. 
1  wish  we  didn't  have  to  do  that,  but  it's  a  reality,"  she  said.  "Much  of  our  media  is  set  up  to  create  a 
barrier  between  children  and  adults.  It  creates  two  difterent  cultures  and...  it's  creating  a  culture  of 
disrespect. 

"All  parents,  as  a  result  ot  the  electronic  media,  need  more  skills  today  to  be  better  parents." 

Loretta  Long,  who  has  played  the  role  of  Susan  on  the  popular  television  program  "Sesame  Street" 
for  the  past  33  years,  agreed  that  television,  when  used  and  supervised  properly,  positively  supports 
children's  development. 

"We  can't  just  totally  throw  television  out  the  window.  TV  is  like  fire  —  you  can  cook  your  food 
with  it  or  you  can  burn  down  your  house  with  it,"  she  said.  "We  can't  let  kids  watch  just  anything  on 
television  just  like  we  can't  let  them  surf  the  Web  unattended.  Television  has  an  off  button  as  well  as  an 
on  button." 

"Mine  doesn't  have  an  on  button,"  Medved  quipped,  adding  that  70  percent  of  children  in  the 
United  States  between  the  ages  of  two  and  eighteen  have  a  personal  television  in  their  rooms.  "That's 
creating  a  non-communal  and  non-familial  environment.  At  least  get  the  TVs  out  of  their  rooms  — 
and  out  of  the  parents'  room  —  and  into  one  area  where  everyone  can  watch  together. 

"1  think  it's  time  for  this  society  to  understand  that  it  isn't  merely  a  matter  of  better  television,  but 
it's  a  matter  of  less  television,"  he  said.  "If  kids  are  spending  30  hours  a  week  watching  television,  that's 
30  hours  a  week  they  aren't  out  interacting  with  people....  We  can't  control  what  the  media  makes,  but 
we  can  control  what  we  take." 

Michael  Dyson,  a  best-selling  author  and  professor  at  DePaul  University,  acknowledged  that  the 
television  viewing  habits  of  African- American  children,  especially  those  in  inner  cities,  are  even  worse. 
However,  he  countered  that  those  children  watch  as  much  as  50  percent  more  television  than  other 
children  because  they  don't  want  to  interact  in  their  environments. 

"African-American  kids  seek  escape  into  the  television,"  Dyson  said.  "I'm  more  concerned  about 
what  our  kids  don't  see  on  television  than  what  they  do  see." 

Despite  its  escapist  possibilities,  television  is  a  serious  detriment  according  to  Dyson  because  it 
reinforces  negative  stereotypes  for  low-income  and  minority  viewers. 

"1  don't  trust  television  to  teach  kids  about  Buddhism,  Islam,  or  homosexuality,"  he  said.  "1  don't 
trust  television  to  teach  kids  about  anything." 
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Professional  development  schools  create  a  partnership  in  education

The  soft  light  of  a  Novemher  morning  filled 
a  quiet  classroom  as  PC  junior  Drew  Perry  pointed 
to  the  page  of  a  book  and  asked  the  elementary 
school  student  sitting  beside  him  to  read  the  words 
aloud. 

Without  hesitation,  the  student's  index  fin- 
ger traced  the  words  and  his  voice  grew  more 
confident  with  each  word:  "Two  and  a  half  cups 
of  flour,  three  teaspoons  of  baking  powder,  one 
teaspoon  of  baking  soda...." 

Although  the  student  simply  read  a  cake 
recipe,  he  also  was  displaying  the  ingredients  for 
a  successful  partnership  program  between  PC  and 
two  Clinton  schools. 

The  result  has  been  a  treat  for  all  involved. 

PC's  early  childhood  education  program  has 
been  in  partnership  with  M.S.  Bailey  Elementary 
School  since  1996,  when  Dr.  Anita  McLeod, 
associate  professor  of  education,  and  David  Pitts 
'92,  the  principal  at  M.S.  Bailey  School  in  Clinton, 
received  a  $2,000  grant  from  the  South  Carolina 
Department  of  Education  for  the  development  of 
a  professional  development  school. 

The  goal  was  to  bring  together  future 
teachers  and  current  students  in  South  Carolina 
classrooms  for  the  benefit  of  both. 


"Professional  development  schools  are 
innovative  institutions  formed  through 
partnerships  between  professional  education 
programs  and  P-12  (preschool  through  grade  12) 
schools"  Dr.  McLeod  said.  "Their  mission  is 
professional  preparation  of  teacher  candidates, 
faculty  development,  inquiry  directed  at  the 
improvement  of  practice,  and  enhanced  student 
learning.  They  support  professional  and  student 
learning  through  the  use  of  an  inquiry-oriented 
approach  to  teaching.  Partners  work  together  over 
time,  building  relationships  and  commitment  to 
shared  goals." 

"The  major  goal  of  the  program  is  to  increase 
student  achievement,"  Pitts  added.  "The  impact 
has  been  that  everyone  is  making  progress  in  some 
way  or  another.  Children  are  making  progress 
because  they  receive  a  great  deal  of  attention 
through  the  one-on-one  relationships  with  PC 
students.  Children  get  to  know  their  mentors  and 
learn  more  because  the  (full-time)  teachers  are 
not  able  to  spend  a  sufficient  amount  of  time  with 
their  kids  individually.  PC  students  assist  the 
children  with  crucial  tasks  such  as  helping  them 
develop  their  reading  skills.  The  program 
fills  in  the  gaps  that  exist  between  a  teacher  and 
a  student." 


During  the  past  six  years,  the  partnership 
with  Martha  Dendy  has  expanded  to  include  pro- 
fessional development  of  in-service  teachers  and 
on-site  classes  for  pre-service  teachers. 

It  also  paved  the  way  for  an  additional 
partnership. 

During  2001,  PC  and  the  Martha  Dendy 
Sixth  Grade  Center  established  a  second 
professional  development  school  in  Clinton.  Dr. 
Anita  Dutrow,  assistant  professor  of  education, 
and  Wanda  Isaac  '78,  the  principal  at  Martha 
Dendy,  received  a  $3,000  grant  for  professional 
development  of  teachers  and  pre-service 
teachers,  as  well  as  for  supplies  to  help  improve 
students'  test  scores. 

Low  student  achievement  test  scores  made 
Martha  Dendy  a  prime  candidate  for  the 
partnership.  Mirroring  the  program  established 
at  M.S.  Bailey  School,  PC  students  who  plan  to 
pursue  teaching  careers  give  supervised  one-on- 
one  attention  to  students  who  are  eager  to  learn, 
complementing  the  work  of  the  full-time  teachers.

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Following  those  sessions,  they  have 
opportunities  to  speak  with  teachers  about  each 
student's  performance  and  progress,  collaborating 
on  the  development  and  uuerpretation  of  teacher- 
created  assessments.  The  PC  students  also  have 
opportunities  to  participate  in  staff  development 
meetings  and  to  help  interpret  students'  work 
based  on  current  grade  level  state  standards. 

"PC  students  are  better  prepared  for  their 
teaching  profession  by  attending  and  working  in 
classes  on  the  site  because  they  are  able  to  apply 
theory  and  practice.  M.S.  Bailey  and  Martha 
Dendy  have  enhanced  their  standards  and 
practices  by  focusing  on  targets,  and  students 
benefit  from  the  extra  amount  of  individualized 
attention,"  said  Dr.  Dutrow. 

"Veterans  and  pre-service  teachers  gain 
knowledge  about  appropriate  strategies  for  aligning 
teaching  methods  with  students'  needs  and  with 
state  standards,"  Isaac  added.  "Both  PC  students 
and  teachers  at  M.S.  Bailey  and  Martha  Dendy 
examine  research  on  effective  practices  in  teaching 
reading  and  math,  design  standards-based  learning 
activities  and  assessments  for  students,  and  work 
collaboratively  through  two  on-site  early 
childhood  methods  courses  to  implement  these 
teaching  strategies  and  assess  students'  progress." 
The  programs  are  evidence  of  South  Carolina's 
desire  to  better  train  its  future  teachers.  In  the 
past,  teacher  candidates  were  required  to  merely 
complete  student  teaching  through  a  practicum 
experience.  The  professional  development  school 


model  expands  a  future  teacher's  exposure  to 
education  and  teaching  in  a  more  controlled 
environment. 

Teacher  candidates  from  PC  complete  two 
of  their  early  childhood  methods  classes  on  site 
at  M.  S.  Bailey.  Part  of  their  in-class  time  is  spent 
observing  teachers'  use  of  research-based 
effective  teaching  strategies  in  both  math  and 
reading.  PC  students  also  work  individually  and 
in  small  groups  with  students,  providing 
additional  instruction  in  reading  and  math. 

Teachers  from  M.S.  Bailey  and  Martha 
Dendy  often  serve  as  guest  lecturers  in  elementary 
education  classes  at  PC,  sharing  their  own 
thoughts  and  experiences.  Through  the  mentor 
sessions  at  their  schools,  however,  the  teachers 
sometimes  become  students  themselves. 

"PC's  student  involvement  allows  the  teachers 
to  step  back  and  recognize  some  of  the  things  that 
they  can  do  to  enhance  their  classrooms," 
Pitts  said. 

Six  years  after  forming  its  partnership  with 
PC  and  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  M.S.  Bailey 
School  stands  as  a  testament  that  the  professional 
development  school  model  is  accomplishing  its 
goal  for  all  involved.  The  school  has  applied  to 
become  one  of  the  "Palmetto's  Finest"  — 
a  prestigious  honor  reserved  for  South  Carolina 
schools  that  have  witnessed  high  levels  of  stu- 
dent achievement. 

It  is  also  a  testament  to  the  vision  of  Mercer 
Silas  Bailey,  who  donated  the  land  for  the  schoiii 
and  for  whom  it  is  named.  As  the  school's  plaque 
dedicated  in  his  honor  reads:  "A  good  formal 
education  tempered  by  practical  experience  and 
sound  judgment  is  a  priceless  and  enduring 
possession....  It  will  enrich  your  life  and  serve 
you  well."

Presbyterian  College,  through  its  teacher 
education  program,  has  proven  its  commitment  to 
producing  quality  teachers  hy  achieving  accreditation 
under  the  performance-oriented  standards  of  the 
National  Council  for  Accreditation  of  Teacher 
Education  (NCATE),  the  organization  responsible 
for  professional  accreditation  of  teacher  education. 

"PC  has  always  been  proud  of  the  quality  of  its 
teacher  education  graduates.  The  NCATE 
accreditation  process  further  refined  and  enhanced 
our  program  goals  and  outcomes.  National  accreditation 
takes  us  beyond  state  and  regional  standards  and 
makes  it  possible  for  our  graduates  to  compete  for 
teaching  positions  nationwide,"  said  Dr.  Kent 
Phillips,  associate  professor  of  education.  "Also,  the 
accreditation  process  forced  us  to  look  at  each 
certification  area  and  bring  each  one  inline  with 
national  learned  society  criteria  and  guidelines. 
Our  programs  are  stronger  as  a  result." 

NCATE-accredited  schools  must  meet 
rigorous  standards  set  by  the  profession  and  members 
of  the  public.  Teacher  candidates  must  have 
in-depth  knowledge  of  the  subject  matter  that  they 
plan  to  teach,  as  well  as  the  skills  necessary  to  convey 
that  knowledge  to  students.  PC  is  required  to 
carefully  assess  this  knowledge  and  skill  to  determine 
that  candidates  may  graduate. 

The  institution  also  must:  have  partnerships 
with  P-12  schools  that  enable  the  candidates  to 
develop  the  skills  necessary  to  help  students  learn; 
teacher  candidates  who  are  prepared  to  understand 
and  work  with  diverse  student  populations;  faculty 
members  who  model  effective  teaching  practices;

Students  of  the  American  Revolution  are 
familiar  with  the  colonial  warning  "one  if 
by  land,  two  if  by  sea."  During  the  past  five 
years,  the  Blue  Hose  football  team  has 
issued  a  warning  of  its  own:  "Six  if  by  air." 

Points,  that  is. 


The  Blue  Hose,  long  recognized  for  talented 
rushers  and  a  grind-it-out,  ball  control  offense, 
treated  PC  fans  to  a  wide-open  offense  aimed  at 
scoreboard  control  when  Daryl  Dickey  assumed 
head  coaching  duties  in  1997.  South  Atlantic 
Conference  opponents  who  had  annually  targeted 
the  PC  hackfield  suddenly  craned  their  necks  as 
the  Blue  Hose  took  to  the  air. 

The  College's  offensive  records  began  to  fall 
as  Dickey,  a  former  University  of  Tennessee  quar- 
terback with  a  love  of  the  passing  game,  watched 
his  intricate  system  take  root.  When  Tommy 
Spangler  took  over  as  the  Blue  Hose  head  coach 
last  season  and  hired  Gene  Cathcart  as  offensive 
coordinator,  he  knew  the  PC  offense  was  about 
to  bloom. 

A  pair  of  seniors  who  were  named  to  the 
2001  Associated  Press  Little  All-America  team 

—  quarterback  Todd  Cunningham  and  wide 
receiver  D.J.  Humphries  —  proved  to  be  key 
pieces  of  the  complex  offensive  puzzle  as  they  both 
etched  their  names  multiple  times  into  the  PC 
and  SAC  football  record  books. 

Not  bad  for  a  pair  of  athletes  who  grew  up 
with  a  love  of  baseball  and  had  no  intention  of 
focusing  solely  on  football  in  college. 

Cunningham,  who  had  played  baseball  since 
the  age  of  tour,  began  playing  organized  football 
in  the  seventh  grade.  After  starring  in  both  sports 
at  Irmo  (S.C.)  High  School,  he  arrived  at  PC  with 
decisions  to  make.  But  an  injury  to  Blue  Hose 
quarterback  Blake  Wilkey  three  games  into  the 
1998  season  helped  shape  Cunningham's  future. 
He  assumed  the  role  of  starter  —  a  role  he  would 
not  surrender  for  the  remainder  of  his  PC  career 

—  and  was  named  the  SAC  Offensive  Freshman 
of  the  Year. 

Baseball  was  no  longer  a  part  of  his  life. 

"When  I  got  the  chance  to  play  football 
during  my  freshman  year,  I  decided  to  concentrate 
on  one  sport  for  the  first  time  in  my  life.  It  looks 
like  it  worked  out,"  Cunningham  said.  "I  wonder 
sometimes  how  good  I  could  have  been  in  base- 
ball, but  1  don't  regret  concentrating  on  football." 

At  6-3  and  225  pounds,  Cunningham  had 
the  perfect  blend  of  size  and  skills  for  the  offense. 
Performing  on  the  field  proved  less  daunting  to 
Cunningham  than  learning  the  intricacies  of  an 
offense  that  was  taking  on  a  life  of  its  own. 

"1  think  1  was  fortunate  to  have  the  right 
skills  at  the  right  time  to  help  the  offense  get 
where  it  wanted  to  go,"  Cunningham  said.  "When 
1  didn't  go  someplace  big  time  to  play  football,  I 
checked  into  the  offense  at  PC.  1  knew  Coach 
Dickey  was  a  former  quarterback  and  that  he  loved 
the  quarterback  type  of  offense.  It  was  known  as 
the  'fun  and  gun,'  and  that's  what  it  was  with  four 
or  five  (wideouts).  It's  a  quarterback's  offense, 
giving  you  the  ability  to  check  to  any  play  at  any 
time  in  the  game. 

"When  1  played  the  first  game  of  my  freshman 
year  1  didn't  know  half  of  the  offense.  It  wasn't 
until  my  junior  year  that  we  had  the  whole 
playbook  in.    That's  when  we  started  clicking. 


The  plays  keep  building  on  themselves  and  there 
are  different  routes  we  can  put  in  depending  on 
the  coverage.  It's  a  coinplex  offense,  so  the 
quarterback  needs  to  know  it  well." 

Cunningham  learned  the  system  well.  Just 
ask  any  opponent  on  PC's  schedule  over  the  past 
four  seasons. 

He  led  the  Blue  Hose  to  a  27-1 1  record  during 
his  tenure  as  a  starter,  earning  consideration  for 
the  Harlon  Hill  Award,  presented  annually  to  the 
top  offensive  player  in  NCAA  Division  II,  during 
his  sophomore,  junior,  and  senior  seasons. 
Cunningham  owns  nearly  every  offensive  record 
in  PC's  storied  football  history.  He  finished  his 
career  as  the  NCAA  Division  II  leader  with 
1 1 ,578  yards  of  total  offense  and  ranks  second  all- 
time  in  passing  yards  ( 1 0,95  3 ) ,  touchdown  passes 
(111),  and  touchdowns  accountable  (121). 

After  playing  through  a  shoulder  separation 
during  his  junior  season,  Cunningham  opted  for 
surgery  to  tighten  his  tendons,  creating  in  his 
mind  "doubts  going  through  rehab  that  my  arm 
would  ever  be  the  same...  that  I'd  get  full  rotation 
in  it  again." 

Those  doubts  were  quickly  set  aside  during 
the  first  game  of  Cunningham's  senior  season 
when  he  passed  for  505  yards  against  the  State 
University  of  West  Georgia.  He  finished  the 
season  as  the  SAC  leader  in  passing  yards  (3,860), 
touchdown  passes  (36),  and  total  offense  (3,959 
yards).  He  threw  only  14  interceptions  on  the  way 
to  earning  SAC  Offensive  Player  of  the  Year 
honors  for  a  league  record  third  consecutive  season. 

D2Football.com  named  Cunningham  as  its 
national  player  of  the  week  four  times  during  the 
season.  He  also  posted  the  top  two  single-game 
passing  performances  in  NCAA  Division  11  during 
2001  —  a  542-yard  performance  against  Tusculum 
College  and  his  505-yard  day  against  the  State 
University  of  West  Georgia. 

His  durability  and  his  scrambling  ability  have 
earned  Cunningham  favorable  comparison  to 
Green  Bay  quarterback  Brett  Favre. 

"I  never  think  a  play  is  over  until  both  of  my 
knees  are  down,"  Cunningham  said.  "I'm  always 
trying  to  make  something  happen  even  if  I  have 
pressure  on  me.  If  a  play  breaks  down,  my  job  is 
still  to  try  to  make  it  work.  I  like  being  able  to 
create  as  a  quarterback." 

Humphries,  Cunningham's  favorite  target 
last  season,  knows  that  better  than  most.  He  had 
a  unique  perspective  on  his  teammate  during  PC 
games. 

"Playing  with  Todd,  you  know  you  can  ex- 
pect his  best.  And  you've  got  to  be  ready  at  all 
times  because  he'll  have  something  for  you," 
Humphries  said.  "Sometimes  I'd  find  myself 
watching  him  instead  of  playing  because  you  knew 
something  special  was  going  to  happen.  Just  when 
you  think  he's  going  to  tuck  it  and  run,  he'll  throw 
a  little  shovel  pass  that  goes  for  a  touchdown.  We 
always  expected  something  spectacular  from  him 
and  it  usually  happened." 


spectacular  is  also  a  word  that  fit  Humphries' 
performance  on  the  Blue  Hose  basketball  court 
for  four  years.  A  talented  baseball,  basketball, 
and  football  star  at  Union  (S.C.)  High  School, 
he  chose  to  concentrate  solely  on  basketball  at 
PC  for  most  of  his  career.  A  four-year  letterman 
for  PC  Coach  Gregg  Nibert,  Humphries  earned 
All-SAC  and  All-Region  honors,  finishing  his 
basketball  career  ranked  third  in  SAC  history  in 
rebounds  and  scoring.  His  1,263  career  points 
rank  him  1  Ith-best  in  the  program's  history. 

However,  Humphries  was  not  ready  to  end 
his  career  as  a  PC  athlete.  It  was  time  to  trade 
the  hardwood  for  hard  hits. 

"Coming  out  of  high  school,  I  had  my  sights 
set  on  playing  basketball  only  because  that's  where 
my  heart  was.  But  when  1  got  to  PC  and  saw  a  lot 
of  my  friends  performing  on  the  field,  it  made  me 
miss  football.  1  wanted  to  get  back  out  there  and 
see  if  I  could  still  play  and  compete  at  this  level," 
he  said.  "Just  getting  back  on  the  grass  was  an 
adjustment,  getting  my  footwork  down  and  run- 
ning plays.  I  picked  up  on  the  plays  quickly  dur- 
ing my  first  year,  but  1  didn't  really  know  how  to 
run  them  until  this  year.  1  needed  to  learn  how 
to  get  myself.';  cr-,." 

Des;  c  debut  season  in  2000, 

catchinc  - }  yards  and  four  touch- 


downs, Humphries  brought  a  new  dunension  to 
the  team  —  a  dimension  that  left  smaller  defen- 
sive backs  wary  of  a  6-foot-6  receiver  with  out- 
standing jumping  abilities.  As  he  became  more 
comfortable  ruiining  the  routes  in  the  PC  system, 
he  gave  those  backs  even  more  reason  to  worry 
during  the  2001  season. 

"D.J.  is  a  big  target  and  that's  something  we 
really  hadn't  had.  He's  6-6  with  good  speed  and 
good  hands,"  Cunningham  said.  "I  knew  if  1  was 
in  trouble  that  I  could  look  for  number  thirteen 
and  throw  it  his  way.  If  it  was  high  enough,  he'd 
go  get  it.  This  year,  he  showed  he  could  do  just 
about  anything  —  go  across  the  middle,  catch  the 
ball  in  the  flat,  make  people  miss,  and  go  get  the 
deep  ball  or  the  fade.  He  brought  so  many  differ- 
ent options  to  the  team  this  year." 

Humphries  started  all  11  games  during  his 
senior  season,  catching  95  passes  for  1,340  yards 
(both  PC  records).  He  ranked  third  in  NCAA 
Division  11  in  receptions  per  game  and  fourth  in 
receiving  yards  per  game,  and  had  the  season's  top 
two  single-game  receiving  performances  in 
NCAA  Division  11  —  275  yards  against  West 
Georgia  and  244  yards  against  Tusculum. 

Gaudy  numbers?  Sure,  but  that's  what  makes 
the  Blue  Hose  offense  so  effective. 


"1  was  talking  to  my  Dad  the  other  night 
about  what  good  receivers  we've  had  and  that's 
why  offenses  work  so  well,"  Cunningham  said. 
"Those  are  the  guys  who  make  all  the  catches,  all 
the  yards,  and  all  the  touchdowns.  They're  the 
guys  who  made  me  look  good.  You  could  go  back 
and  see  how  many  passes  1  threw  for  five  yards 
that  ended  up  being  a  70-yard  or  80-yard  touch- 
down. They'd  make  a  couple  of  people  miss  and 
it  would  turn  into  a  big  play.  That's  what  makes 
this  offense  go." 

Cunningham  and  Humphries,  hope  to  con- 
tinue their  playing  careers  at  the  professional 
level.  Regardless  of  whether  they  run  onto  a  foot- 
ball field  next  fall,  they'll  both  keep  an  eye  on  an 
offense  in  Clinton  that  is  close  to  their  hearts... 
and  an  ear  tuned  for  a  simple  warning.

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PC's  Todd  Cunningham  an 
Humphries  were  among  81  ot  the  top 
players  from  NCAA  Division  II  school> 
represented  at  the  Whataburger. 
Cactus  Bowl  All-Star  Game  held 
Jan.  11  in  Texas  A&M-Kingsville's 
Javelina  Stadium. 

The  East  team,  which  claimed  a  42-12 
victory  in  front  of  a  Cactus  Bowl  record 
crowd  of  12,500,  had  a  decidedly  PC  feel. 
Five  coaches  with  Blue  Hose  ties  were  on 
the  East  sidelines:  former  PC  head  coaches 
Cally  Gault,  Elliott  Poss,  and  John  Perry, 
former  assistant  coach  and  current  honor- 
ary field  coach  Bob  Strode,  and  current  as- 
sistant coach  Jeremiah  Jones. 

Cunningham  completed  seven  of  16 
pass  attempts  for  78  yards  in  the  game.  He 
engineered  a  scoring  drive  in  the  second 
quarter,  connecting  on  all  four  pass  attempts 
for  38  yards,  to  put  the  East  All-Stars  ahead 
21-10.  The  drive  included  a  seven-yard  pass 
completion  to  Humphries. 

He  also  completed  his  only  pass  attempt 
of  a  fourth-quarter  scoring  quarter  drive, 
tossing  a  26-yard  strike  to  Clarence  Coleman 
of  Ferris  (Mich.)  State.  The  East  scored  on 
the  next  play  to  take  a  42-12  lead. 

Humphries  caught  three  passes  for  16 
yards  in  the  game.  Two  of  his  catches  came 
during  East  scoring  drives. 

The  victory  was  only  the  second  for  the 
East  team  in  the  nine-year  history  of  the  all- 
star  game,  which  until  2001  was  played  in 
North  Dakota  as  the  Snow  Bowl.  Former 
PC  standouts  who  have  played  in  the  game 
are  Travis  Smith  (2001),  Brad  Bolemon 
(2000),  Troy  Gamble  (1999),  Chris 
Hamilton  (1997),  Brian  Estes  (1996),  Chris 
McGaha  (1995),  and  Steve  Gorrie  (1995).

Ed  Campbell  was  the  institution's  institution. 

Having  spent  54  of  his  75  yeats  at  Presbyterian  College  -  both  as  a  student 
and  as  an  administrator  -  it's  something  of  an  understatement  to  say  that  he  loved 
his  alma  mater.  It's  like  saying  birds  love  the  .ur  or  that  fish  love  the  sea. 

Like  them,  Ed  Campbell  was  simply  in  his  element. 

He  soared  on  its  currents.  He  swam  round  and  round  its  eddies.  He  built  his 
nest  and  family  just  a  few  blocks  from  his  beloved  PC.  And  he  gave  his  entire 
adult  life  to  its  cause. 

Campbell  didn't  just  love  Presbyterian  College.  He  wanted  everyone  ro  love 
it,  too.  For  him,  PC  wasn't  just  a  place  to  cherish  and  hold  dear. 

It  was  something  to  share  with  all. 

So  many  PC^  alumni  know  firsthand  what  it  feels  like  to  be  gifted  with 
Campbell's  brand  of  love  for  the  College.  As  the  registrar  from  1950-53  —  his 
first  job  at  PC  —  and  later  as  both  registrar  and  director  of  admissions  until  1956, 
Carnpbell  was  the  sole  reason  many  students  were  able  to  come  to  Clinton.

Knowing  firsthand  what  die  PC  experience 
was  like,  he  wanted  many  more  to  also 
experience  it. 

"He  was  responsible  for  a  lot  of  kids 
going  to  school,"  said  James  E.  "Butch" 
Woodward  '60,  a  member  of  the  College's 
Board  of  Trustees  and  a  longtime  friend 
of  Campbell's. 

In  those  days.  Woodward  said,  Campbell 
was  responsible  not  only  for  getting  students 
into  PC,  but  also  finding  ways  to  help  them 
pay  for  their  education  and  getting  them 
signed  up  for  classes.  In  his  own  typical 
fashion,  Campbell  dug  up  every  resource, 
turned  every  rock,  and  beat  a  path  for  many 
students  who  otherwise  may  never  have  gone 
to  college  at  all,  much  less  come  to  PC.  In 
his  eyes,  a  student  was  a  seed  and  he  believed 
that,  planted  in  the  fertile  soil  of  living  and 
learning  at  his  College,  they  would  blossom 
and  grow  into  something  magnificent. 

As  a  student  himself,  and  later  as  a 
soldier  in  the  European  Theater  during  World 
War  II,  Campbell  would  meet  a  member  of 
the  College  community  he  never  could  have 
imagined  knowing  so  long  and  so  well. 

One  of  his  predecessors  as  registrar, 
Lillian  Brown,  was  the  wife  of  PC  president 
Dr.  Marshall  W  Brown  and  author  of  the 
"Bee  Mail"  newsletters  that  were  sent  to 
college  servicemen.  As  one  of  "Mrs.  Bee's" 
boys,  Campbell  was  granted  a  regular 
reminder  that  he  was  always  a  part  of  the 
enduring  PC  "family."  Little  did  he  realize 
at  the  time  that  tho.se  bonds  of  family  and 
college  would  grow  ever  more  important  to 
the  end  of  both  their  days. 

As  a  promise  to  Dr.  Brown,  Campbell 
said  he  would  look  after  the  very  independent 
Mrs.  Brown  when  her  husband  passed  away. 


Over  time,  that  promise  would  evolve  as 
Campbell  took  on  more  and  more  responsibility 
for  her  care  and  welfare. 

He  took  her  places,  like  their  equally 
beloved  First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Clinton. 

He  ran  errands  for  her. 

And  he  became,  in  many  people's  minds, 
the  son  she  never  had. 

"(Mrs.  Brown)  always  cared  for  PC  men 
like  sons  before  (PC)  was  coed,  and  he  was 
the  typical  PC  man,"  said  their  pastor,  the 
Rev.  Dennis  Tedder.  "He  loved  and  cared 
tor  her  like  a  mother." 

"She  was  such  a  delightful  person,"  said 
Campbell's  widow,  Nellie.  "She  had  such  a 
wonderful  sense  of  humor  -  it  really  was  not 
a  burden  for  Ed  to  help  her.  He  loved  Mrs. 
Brown.  Theirs  was  almost  a  mother-son  re- 
lationship. 

"I  know  he  treated  her  the  way  he  did 
his  own  mother." 

Like  "mother,"  like  "son,"  Campbell 
poured  his  energy  into  the  three  things  that 
mattered  most  to  him  -  his  family.  First 
Presbyterian  Church  and  PC.     Nellie 


Campbell  often  kidded  her  husband  about 
which  came  first. 

"I  told  him  more  than  once  that  if  he 
listed  his  priorities,  it  was  PC  first,  church 
second  and  family  third,"  she  said  with  a 
smile.  "...  When  he  actually  would  take  time 
for  a  vacation,  he  would  bring  his  alumni 
directory  with  him,  so  he  could  contact  PC 
graduates  in  the  area  and  visit.  He  genuinely 
loved  PC." 

Of  his  service  to  the  College,  Ed 
Campbell  was,  of  course,  nothing  short  of  a 
legend.  PC  president  Marc  Weersing,  the 
second  of  four  college  presidents  under  whom 
Campbell  would  serve,  once  said  that 
Campbell  "would  lay  down  his  life  for  this 
College." 

Is  it  true,  then,  according  to  Randy 
Randall  '75,  director  of  the  PC  Alumni 
Association,  that  "there  has  never  been  any- 
one whose  blood  ran  bluer  than  Ed 
Campbell's?"  If  so,  it  was  only  because 
Campbell  himself  was  cultivating  more  and 
more  Blue  Hose  all  the  time. 

"From  the  day  I  stepped  foot  on  the  PC

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campus,"  said  current  president  Dr.  John 
Griffith,  "  Ed  Campbell  was  determined  that 
I  would  be  a  Blue  Hose  through  and  through. 

"He  understood  that  the  PC  Spirit  was 
embodied  in  the  relationship  between  people, 
much  like  a  family.  It  was  the  PC  family  that 
he  nourished,  encouraged,  challenged, 
pushed,  and  loved.  It  was  the  PC  family  that 
he  insisted  I  know." 

It  would  have  been  a  complete  mystery 
to  Ed  Campbell  if  any  visitor  did  ncit  fall 
under  the  spell  of  Presbyterian  College.  In 
tact,  how  could  there  possibly  be  enough 
room  at  any  given  time  for  all  the  students, 
faculty,  and  staff  he  believed  should  be 
associated  with  it? 

At  a  1999  ceremony  in  which  Campbell 
received  an  honorary  doctor  of  commercial 
science  degree  from  his  alma  mater,  Fred 
Davison,  then  the  acting  chairman  of  PC's 
Board  of  Trustees,  said  Campbell  was  blessed 
with  "an  incurable  and  infectious  case  of  PC 
Spirit,  making  him  an  endearing  optimist 
who  believes  every  adult  has  the  potential  to 
embrace  PC's  mission  and  every  child  is  des- 


tined to  enroll  as  a  student." 

Catharine  Austin,  who  is  in  charge  of 
donor  relations  in  the  advancement  office 
at  PC,  knows  firsthand  what  it  was  like  to  be 
infected  by  Campbell's  enthusiasm  for  the 
school. 

"When  I  was  looking  for  a  job  in 
Clinton,  my  grandfather,  Mac  Adair,  and  my 
father,  Jim  Adair,  insisted  that  I  call  Mr. 
Campbell  to  see  if  he  knew  about  any 
openings,"  she  said.  "And  here  I  have  i^cc-n 
for  three  years.  I  have  Mr.  Campbell  to  th.ink 
for  this  wonderful  opportunity. 

"We  also  talked  about  how  we  could 
get  my  twin  sister,  Blakely,  to  PC  to  teach 
chemistry.  ...(He  said,)  'You  two  need  to  both 
be  at  PC" 

In  1981,  after  serving  a  quarter  ot  a 
century  as  the  college's  business  manger  and 
treasurer,  Campbell  became  the  regional 
director  of  development  in  the  office  of 
advancement.  It  would  put  him  foremost  in 
his  element  —  soaring  and  swimming  about 
the  Southeast  to  win  support  for  the  college 
and  its  growing  programs.    His  efforts  were 


rewarded,  as  his  single-minded  gift  tor  creating 
relationships  with  alumni  and  potential 
donors  would  become  the  foundation  for 
unprecedented  growth  on  campus.  .As  ifiiu  ■  i 
as  Campbell  cherished  PC's  past,  he  a!w.;ys 
kept  his  eye  on  the  future,  Griffith  said. 

"Ed  understood  that  education  is  always 
about  becoming,"  he  said.  "  It  serves  this 
purpose  for  individuals;  it  serves  this  purpose 
for  society.  Thus  he  was  always  on  the 
lookout  for  the  future  potential  in  a  person, 
a  situation,  or  an  institution.  Many  alumni 
attribute  their  success  in  life  to  Ed  Campbell 
tor  making  a  life  possible  they  never  dreamed. 
Likewise,  Ed  helped  make  possible  a  PC  many 
believed  impossible." 

He  had  his  way  ot  making  it  possible,  as 
many  will  attest. 

"He  was  so  dedicated  to  his  family,  his 
church,  his  college,  and  his  community," 
Woodward  said.  "He  kept  giving  back  and 
back.  He  always  was  a  man  who,  no  matter 
how  bad  things  looked,  kept  saying,  'we'll 
make  it  happen.'" 

Campbell  possessed  two  qualities  that

"You  have  to  have  an  unshakable  belief 
in  and  passion  for  your  cause,"  she  said.  "Ed 
belifved  in  the  Presbyterian  Church  and 
Presbyterian  College.  You  also  must  have 
sheer  persistence  in  following  your  cause. 
There  are  numerous  stories  of  people  who  Ed 
called  for  years  and  years  before  they  finally 
decided  to  share  his  belief  and  give  to  PC." 

Campbell  may  have  raised  millions 
of  dollars  to  construct  buildings  on  campus 
or  endow  scholarships,  but  it  was  never  just 
about  the  place  or  programs.  It  was  almost 
always  about  the  people  —  be  they  alumni, 
friends  of  the  College,  or  even  complete 
strangers. 

"Ed  was  the  epitome  of  the  good,  old, 
Southern  virtue  of  visiting,"  Kelly  said.  "He 
would  put  Nellie  in  the  car  and  they  visited 
people.  It  didn't  matter  who  they  were  —  if 
they  were  a  CEO  or  a  rninister  or  where  they 
were  from.  It  was  all  about  the  people." 

Though  such  a  description  may  evoke 
an  image  of  a  door-to-door  salesman,  it  was  a 
real  vision  —  not  snake  oil  —  that  Campbell 
was  peddling.  That  made  all  the  difference. 

"He  truly  believed  that  PC  was  a  light 
that  should  not  be  hidden,"  Kelly  said. 

Campbell  also  shined  the  light  on  his 
church,  where  he  served  as  a  deacon  and 
elder.  He  was  a  former  moderator  of  the  S.C. 
Presbytery  and  Synod  of  the  Southeast.  He 
shined  the  light  on  community,  where  he 
served  as  a  past  president  of  the  United  Way 
of  Greater  Clinton,  the  Kiwanis  Club,  the 
Laurens  County  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
the  Clinton  Camp  Fire  Girls  Board  ot 
Trustees.  He  was  a  former  member  of  the 
School  District  56  Board  of  Trustees  and 
chaired  the  Clinton  Planning  Commission, 
and  volunteered  for  the  Boy  Scouts  ot 
America. 

His  wife  said  Campbell  was  especially 
proud  of  his  service  to  the  church. 

"It  was  an  institution  he  really  loved," 
she  said.  "He  was  proudest  of  the  time  he 
served  as  moderator  of  the  synod.  He  was 
proud  of  having  that  honor  and  responsibility." 

No  matter  how  or  where  he  served, 
whether  he  was  working  in  support  of 
community  or  school  or  greeting  folks  at  the 
door  of  his  church,  Campbell  always  fostered 
and  nurtured  personal  connections  and 
relationships  with  people,  especially  his 
co-workers.

"My  grandfather  lived  on  the  property 
where  Templeton  (Physical  Education 
Center)  is  now,"  said  Debra  Faucett, 
business  and  Scotsman  Club  assistant  in  the 
advancement  office,  "and  he  said  he  knew  1 
was  going  to  be  a  good  employee  because  1 
was  from  that  Faucett  clan. 

"He  helped  me  get  my  first  washer  and 
dryer.  He  made  a  phone  call  and  made  it 
happen." 

Betty  Avery,  a  secretary  in  the  advancement 
office,  remembers  Campbell's  presence  during  a 
tough  personal  crisis. 

"He  was  right  there  when  my  mother 
died  last  year,"  she  said.  "  He  didn't  have  to 
do  that  but  he  was  always  reaching  out  to 
people.  It  meant  a  lot  to  me  that  he  cared 
that  much." 

¥oT  Austin,  it  was  also  a  family  connection 
—  the  local  family  business  in  Clinton  — 
that  Campbell  recalled. 

"Mr.  Campbell  often  told  me  about  how 
he  bought  a  nice,  wool  coat  from  Adair's 
Men's  Shop  as  soon  as  he  came  to  Clinton 
that  lasted  him  for  many  years,"  she  said.  "He 
said  he  bet  it  would  still  be  in  perfect  condi- 
tion today  if  he  hadn't  given  it  away  to  some- 
one who  needed  it." 

His  was  also  the  gift  of  laughter.  As 
subject  matter  or  the  barb  itself,  Campbell 
enjoyed  many  laughs  with  his  compatriots. 

"When  I  first  came  to  work  here, 
we  shared  an  office,"  said  Ann  Caldwell, 
administrative  assistant  to  Kelly.  "He  always 
called  me  his  'roomie.'  Even  after  we  moved 
into  our  new  offices,  he  said  he  missed 
ha\-ing  a  roommate." 


Director  of  major  gift  planning  Jan 
Roberts  said  she  just  enjoyed  hearing  Ed 
Campbell  talk. 

"There  were  things  he  said  that  didn't 
always  make  sense  to  us  but  they  were  funny 
because  they  were  so  colorful  —  like  'first 
olive  out  of  the  bottle'  or  'where  the  meat 
hits  the  road.'  He  would  sprinkle  his  speech 
with  lots  of  those  sayings." 

Ed  Campbell  was  also  fond  of  telling 
people  that  they  would  have  to  carry  him 
out  ot  PC  in  a  box,  though  nothing  quite  so 
vivid  would  happen.  He  died  at  home  after 
another  day  on  the  job  —  after  doing  what 
he  enjoyed  at  the  place  he  loved. 

"It  was  the  only  way  he  would  ever  leave 
PC,"  said  Nellie  Campbell.  "I'm  really  so 
grateful  that  he  could  still  work  and  be  a  part 
of  things  right  up  until  the  end." 

He  was  simply  where  he  was  supposed 
to  be.  In  his  element. 

"When  Campbell  and  Brown  passed,  so 
did  the  end  of  an  era,"  said  Tedder.  "There 
is  no  question  about  it,  between  the  two  of 
them,  they  knew  any  PC  graduate  in  the 
southeast.  Mrs.  Brown  and  Ed  Campbell 
both  felt  PC  was  the  center  of  the  universe, 
not  in  a  cheapening,  shallow  sense  of  the 
idea,  but  in  the  sense  that  they  truly  love  it 
and  felt  that  strongly  about  it  that  they 
thought  that. 

"An  alumnus  ot  PC  said  that  Ed 
Campbell  is  in  heaven  promoting  PC  right 
now  with  Lillian  Brown."

As  he  marched  down  the  aisle  in  full 
academic  regalia  during  his  inauguration 
ceremony  in  1998,  Presbyterian  College 
President  John  Griffith  briefly  halted  the 
procession  and  shared  a  few  words  with  a 
woman  sitting  on  the  aisle.  Wearing  a  smile 
undoubtedly  born  from  the  woman's  words  of 
encouragement,  Griffith  continued  toward  the 
stage  to  be  installed  as  the  college's  16th  president. 

The  ability  to  command  a  presidential 
audience  at  any  moment  summed  up  the 
stature  Lillian  Gross  Brown  —  known  to  many 
simply  as  "Mrs.  Bee"  —  held  at  Presbyterian 
College.  When  the  former  registrar  and  first 
lady  died  last  July  at  the  age  of  103,  she  left  a 
legacy  of  dedication  to  community,  family,  and 
Presbyterian  College. 

Brown  served  as  registrar  at  PC  from  1928 
until  1945,  when  her  husband.  Dr.  Marshall 
W.  Brown,  was  named  as  the  college's  13th 
president.  Her  tenure  as  first  lady  lasted  until 
1963,  but  she  remained  interested  in  PC  events 
and  activities  for  nearly  four  more  decades. 

Although  she  strongly  supported  the 
college's  academic  program  and  faculty,  PC's 
students  fueled  her  love  of  the  institution. 
During  World  War  II,  she  served  as  the  editor 
and  guiding  spirit  of  the  "Bee  Mail  Letters,"  a 
collection  of  thoughts  and  stories  from 
Presbyterian  College  students  and  alumni 
serving  in  all  branches  of  the  armed  forces.  She 
sent  the  newsletter  every  two  weeks  to  those 
servicemen,  bringing  encouragement,  support, 
and  comfort  to  the  soldiers.  By  the  end  of  the 
war,  the  mailing  list  for  her  Bee  Mail  Letters 
had  grown  to  nearly  1,000. 

A  1945  edition  of  The  Qreenville  News 
recalled,  "...her  mail  bag  is  filled  daily  with 
letters  from  these  'PC'uns'  thanking  her, 
telling  her  frankly  of  human  feelings,  in  the 
stress  of  giant  warfare,  recounting  incidents  of 
battle  and  camp  life,  incidents  humorous  and 
pathetic.  And  she  reads  them  all  and  digests 
them  and  weaves  them  together  into  her  'Bee- 
Mail  Letter"  which  is  a  running  story  of  what 
PC  men  think  and  feel  and  where  they  are  and 
what  they  are  doing.  To  them  she  is  a  true  friend 
and  to  them  she  will  always  be  'Mrs.  Bee.'" 


Following  the  war,  the  grateful  servicemen 
and  the  College  recognized  Brown's 
contributions  by  making  her  an  honorary 
alumna  and  presenting  her  with  the  Alumni 
Gold  P  Award  in  1945. 

A  native  of  Victoria,  Tenn.,  Brown  was  a 
graduate  of  Central  High  School  in  Chattanooga 
and  Tennessee  State  College  in  Murfreesboro. 
While  a  secretary  at  the  McCallie  School  for 
Boys  in  Chattanooga  in  1925,  she  met  Dr. 
Brown,  a  history  teacher  at  the  school.  The 
couple  moved  to  Clinton  in  1926  and  began  a 
long  and  devoted  relationship  with  PC. 

Two  years  after  she  assumed  her  role  as 
the  College's  first  lady.  Brown  met  a  young  stu- 
dent from  McCormick,  S.C.,  named  Ed 
Campbell.  That  meeting  marked  the  beginning 
of  a  friendship  —  fueled  by  a  mutual  love  of 
Presbyterian  College  and  a  mutual  respect  for 
what  each  meant  to  the  school  —  that  would 
last  more  than  50  years. 

"Ed  Campbell  was  Lillian  Brown's  adopted 
son,"  said  the  Rev.  Dennis  Tedder,  minister  at 
First  Presbyterian  Church  in  Clinton  and  a 
friend  to  both  Brown  andCampbell.  "You  hear 
it  all  the  time,  but  it  was  truly  that  way." 

Perhaps  the  greatest  compliment  paid  to 
Brown  came  from  Campbell,  himself.  Noting 
that  Brown  "dedicated  her  life  to  the  welfare  of 
Presbyterian  College  and  its  students,"  Campbell 
recalled  last  summer  her  stories  of  life  at  PC  as 
registrar  and  first  lady.  They  ranged  from  the 
1935  academic  year  when  the  College  barely 
registered  enough  students  to  remain  open  to 


simply  taking  the  time  to  chat  with  faculty,  ad- 
ministrators, and  students. 

"No  problem  was  too  small  for  her  to  be 
interested  in  the  solution,"  Campbell  said.  "I 
think  the  PC  Spirit  is  as  much  a  credit  to  her 
love  of  this  institution  as  anything."

The  fall  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Board  ot 
Directors  was  held  Sept.  21-22.  PC  President  John 
Griffith  and  his  wife  Nancy  hosted  a  reception  at 
the  president's  home  on  Friday  night.  The  reception 
was  followed  by  dinner  at  the  Darlington  House. 

The  Alumni  Board  met  in  full  session  on 
Saturday  morning  in  the  Harrington-Peachtree 
Academic  Center  amphitheater  under  the 
leadership  of  Alumni  Association  President  Laura 
Satterfield  Ashley  '59.

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Amy  Telligman  '96  tends  a  remarkable  garden  of  knowledge  and  faith 


There  is  a  garden  in  east  Atlanta  that  may 
easily  be  overlooked  hy  a  casual  observer.  For 
those  who  work  in  the  garden,  however,  it 
provides  more  than  a  harvest  of  tomatoes, 
carrots,  and  cucumbers. 

It  is  a  garden  of  knowledge  and  faith. 

For  Amy  Telligman  '96,  the  garden  is  also  a 
labor  of  love  in  the  East  Lake  Community,  a 
former  public  housing  project  that  was  riddled 
with  crime,  drugs  and  poverty.  Today,  the 
community  is  a  rehabilitated  apartment 
community  with  50  percent  of  the  units 
dedicated  to  public  housing. 

The  community's  Strategic  Neighbor 
Program,  a  faith-based  initiative  in  association 
with  Columbia  Theological  Seminary,  provides 
the  support  and  infrastructure  for  the  programs 
that  Strategic  Neighbor  Volunteers  provide  in 
the  East  Lake  Community.  The  initiative 
ptomotes  wholesome  community  life  among  the 
diverse  residents  of  the  Villages  of  East  Lake,  and 
provides  spiritual  nurture. 

"The  four  main  areas  of  focus  include 
education,  recreation,  relationship  building  and 
spititual  growth,"  Telligman  said.  "1  usually  sum 
it  up  by  saying  that  the  guiding  principal  we 
follow  is  God's  greatest  commandment;  to  love 
God  with  all  your  heart,  all  your  mind  and  all  of 
your  soul,  and  to  love  your  neighbor  as  you  love 
yourself" 

Telligman,  who  is  working  toward  a  master's 
degree  in  conservation  ecology  and  sustainable 
development  from  the  University  of  Georgia's 
Institute  of  Ecology,  developed  the  garden  not 
only  as  part  of  her  studies,  but  also  in  response  to 
a  community  need  to  build  relationships. 

"1  am  just  extending  the  definition  of 


neighbor  to  include  a  relationship  with  the  earth  we 
live  on  and  depend  on,"  Telligman  said.  "The 
curriculum  1  am  creating  is  actually  quite  simple. 
The  overarching  theme  is  to  build  relationships. 
Each  unit  focuses  on  a  basic  ecological  principal 
starting  with  what  is  ecology  and  moving  to  energy, 
soil,  water,  plants  and  finishing  up  with  food." 

During  a  camp  last  summer,  the  garden  became  a 
classroom  in  which  Telligman  taught  the  young 
people  of  the  East  Lake  Community  the  basics  of 
ecology  and  how  ecology  relates  to  everyday  life. 
Her  students  were  captivated. 

"Regardless  of  the  unit  being  taught,  the  take- 
home  message  is  intended  to  encourage  the  student 
to  think  more  closely  about  their  dependence  on  the 
eatth  and  to  give  them  practical  examples  of  ways 
they  ate  impacting  the  environment  and  ways  they 
can  lessen  their  impacts,"  she  said.  "A  big  thing  we 


concentrate  on  is  trying  to  tealize  how 
intimately  connected  all  of  life  is  and  how  what 
we  do  today  impacts  the  earth  in  unimaginable 
ways.  Simple  examples  include  talking  about 
whete  they  get  their  energy  or  how  much  energy 
they  use  daily  or  waste  daily." 

At  the  beginning  of  the  2001-02  school  year, 
the  community  garden  program  rolled  into  the 
after-school  program  at  the  local  charter  school. 
Telligman  currently  works  with  approximately 
20  kids  one  afternoon  a  week  for  two  hours, 
tending  to  winter  vegetables  and  discussing  theit 
telationship  with  the  earth. 

"The  garden  and  work  1  am  doing  for  my 
mastet's  degree  is  only  a  very  tiny  part  of  the 
amazing  things  going  on  in  our  community.  The 
Villages  of  East  Lake  is  amazingly  rich  in  what  it 
has  to  offer,"  she  said.

in  diplomacy,  policy,  culture,  and 
language  in  preparation  for  his  two- 
year  assignment  in  Port-au-Prince. 
Considered  a  "hardship  post"  by 
Department  of  State  criteria  as  it 
struggles  to  recover  from  the  civil  war 
of  the  1990's,  Haiti  has  been  plagued 
with  violence,  uprisings  and  poverty'. 

However,  the  challenge  is  not  a 
concern  to  Miller,  who  said  he  is 
"very  excited  to  serve  under  an 
exceptional  ambassador  in  an 
embassy  with  high  morale."  He  looks 
at  the  assignment  as  "more  an 
adventure  post  than  a  hardship.  I 
look  forward  to  serving  in  a  country 
that  is  proud  to  have  been  the  first 
black  republic.  Haiti's  history  is  a 
rough  but  fascinating  one." 

As  a  consular  officer  in  the  U.S. 
Embassy  in  Haiti,  Miller  will  handle 
visas,  immigration,  and  American 
citizen  services.  Visas  are  granted  for 
a  varied  spectrum  of  activities  to  travelers  wishing  to 
come  to  the  U.S.  Immigration  visas  are  selectively 
granted  to  non-U. S.  citizens  wishing  to  reside  in 
America,  while  non-immigration  visas  allow  for  visitors 
to  enter  the  U.S.  for  purposes  ranging  from  academic 
studies  and  business  to  vacations. 

Miller  hopes  his  efforts  will  help  reunite  Haitian- 
American  citizens  with  the  families  they  left  behind  in 
Haiti.  In  1999,  more  than  30,000  immigrant  visa  cases 
were  processed  and  the  U.S.  Consulate  in  Haiti  granted 
14,212  visas  to  immediate  family  members  of  U.S. 
citizens  and  permanent  residents.  That  same  year,  the 
U.S.  Consulate  also  received  50,000  non-immigrant  visa 
applications.  As  part  of  his  American  Citizen  Services 
duties,  he  will  be  able  to  offer  services  to  those  Americans 
injured,  imprisoned,  or  seeking  legal  counsel  while  in 
Haiti.

"One  of  my  goals  is  to  absorb  the  culture, 
people,  music,  and  art,"  he  said,  adding  that  he 
hopes  to  become  involved  in  community  building 
and  outreach  programs  that  will  put  him  in  contact 
with  all  elements  of  Haitian  society. 

Such  experiences,  Miller  said,  are  part  of  the 
purpose  of  the  American  Foreign  Service. 

"The  U.S.  as  a  whole  has  a  vital  role  to  play  in 
global  affairs.  It  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  U.S.  to 
promote  democracy,  open  markets,  and  peace 
worldwide.

ROTC  Hall  of  Fame  inductee  remembered  for  a  distinguished  career 

Major  General  (ret.)  George  Samuel  Beatty,  Jr.  '38,  a  highly  decorated  officer  and  member  of  Presbyterian  College's  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame  who  served 
in  three  wars,  died  Dec.  15  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  following  a  brief  illness.  Services  were  held  Dec.  23  at  The  Independent  Presbyterian  Church  and  Jan.  9 
at  Arlington  National  Cemetery. 

His  U.S.  Army  career  spanned  36  years,  including  both  staff  and  command  assignments.  He  served  in  the  Pacific  Theater  during  World  War  II,  wore 
the  wings  of  a  master  parachutist,  and  served  in  the  187th  Airborne  Regimental  Combat  Team  in  Korea.  He  was  later  inducted  as  a  distinguished  member 
of  that  regiment. 

Beatty 's  service  in  Vietnam  was  as  chief  of  staff  of  the  First  Cavalry  Division  (air  assault).  He  was  inducted  in  to  the  U.  S.  Army  Aviation  Hall  of 
Fame  and  wore  the  wings  of  a  Master  Pilot,  qualified  in  both  rotary  wing  and  fixed  wing  aircraft.  He  served  as  the  commanding  general  of  Hunter  Army 
Airfield  in  the  1960s  and  was  instrumental  in  establishing  a  helicopter  training  program  there.  He  later  commanded  the  U.S.  Army  flight  training  center 
at  Fort  Stewart,  Savannah,  and  then  the  U.S.  military  group  in  Brazil.  He  retired  from  service  in  1975. 

Beatty  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal  twice,  the  Legion  of  Merit  three  times,  the  Bronze  Star  for  Valor,  the  Air  Medal,  Combat 
Infantryman's  Badge  (two  awards),  and  many  other  U.S.  and  foreign  decorations. 

Presbyterian  College  recognized  his  notable  military  career  in  1989,  making  Beatty  one  of  the  early 
inductees  into  the  College's  ROTC  Hall  of  Fame.  Established  in  1988,  the  hall  honors  PC  alumni 
who,  after  participating  in  the  College's  ROTC  program,  have  distinguished  themselves  through 
military  careers  that  bring  credit  upon  themselves  and  the  College.  jt 

A  native  of  Clinton,  N.C.,  he  was  raised  in  an  Army  family,  his  father  being  a  highly 
decorated  infantry  officer  and  former  professor  of  military  science  at  PC.  Recalling  his  PC 
experience  in  a  1968  Army  publication,  Beatty  said,  "Students  who  were  leaders  on  the  campus 
were  also  in  ROTC.  For  example,  the  president  of  the  student  body  was  the  cadet  colonel.  The 
captain  of  the  football  team  was  a  cadet  major  And  1  wanted  to  be  with  the  leaders." 

Upon  graduating  from  PC,  he  was  too  young  to  be  commissioned,  so  he  studied  law 
for  two  years  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  He  was  called  into  active  service 
as  a  second  lieutenant  in  1940. 

Beatty  made  his  home  in  Savannah  tor  many  years  and  was  very 
active  in  civic  affairs.  He  was  past  president  of  the  Rotary  Club  of 
Savannah  and  past  president  of  the  Savannah  Scottish  Games.  He 
was  an  officer  in  the  St.  Andrews  Society  of  Savannah,  a  member 
of  the  Oglethorpe  Club,  the  Savannah  Golf  Club,  and  the  Cosmos 
Club.  He  was  a  longtime  member  and  elder  of  the  Independent 
Presbyterian  Church. 

He  was  married  for  52  years  to  his  first  wife,  Helen  Ann 
Jacobs,  and  married  Virginia  Potter  Crigler  in  1998.  Both 
preceded  him  in  death. 

Survivors  include  daughters,  Anne  B.  Cole  of  Grayson,  Ga., 
and  Helen  B.  Callahan  of  Nashville,  Tenn.;  sister,  Betty  B.

John  Elrod  '62  leaves 
&  lasting  legacy  at  W&L 

As  more  than  1 ,000  people  gathered  in 
Lexington,  Va.,  on  a  rainy  day  last  July  to  pay 
their  final  respects  to  Washington  and  Lee 
University's  late  president,  Dr.  John  W.  Elrod 
'62,  it  became  evident  that  no  act  of  nature  - 
nor  death  itself-  could  dampen  the  spirit  that 
was  his  legacy. 

At  the  July  29  funeral  service  in  W&L's 
historic  Lee  Chapel,  Elrod's  friend  and  minister, 
the  Rev.  William  M.  Klein,  said,  "There's  much 
that  could  he  said  of  John,  hut  he  would  not 
have  us  eulogize.  John  greeted  every  day  with  a 
verse:  'This  is  the  day  the  Lord  has  made.  Let  us 
rejoice  and  he  glad.'  Such  awareness  of  life  is 
rare." 

A  native  of  Griffin,  Ga.,  W&L's  22"'' 
president  may  have  lost  a  long  battle  with 
cancer  but  he  won  the  hearts  of  colleagues, 
family  and  friends  with  nothing  less  than 
dignity,  faith  and  honor. 

"John  Elrod  was  the  kind  of  president  you 
hoped  was  at  the  helm  of  the  college  you  sent 
your  children  to,"  said  W&L  trustee  William  H. 
Fishback.  "He  set  a  standard  of  conduct  not  seen 
often  enough  these  days." 

In  addition  to  his  bachelor's  degree  in 
English  from  PC,  Elrod  earned  his  master's 
degree  and  doctorate  in  philosophy  of  religion 
from  Columbia  University.  He  taught 
philosophy  and  religion  at  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  New  York  and  later  chaired  the 
philosophy  department  at  Iowa  State  University. 


He  joined  W&L  as  academic  vice  president  and 
dean  of  the  college  in  1984  and  assumed  the 
presidency  in  July,  1995. 

Under  his  leadership,  W&L  achieved  its 
most  comprehensive  faculty,  facility  and  student 
growth.  In  addition  to  his  strategic  initatives, 
Elrod  also  has  seen  W&L  build  a  new  science 
center,  a  five-building  sorority  complex,  a  new 
baseball  field  and  launch  construction  of  a  new 
student  commons  center  and  renovation  of  the 
department  of  journalism's  Reid  Hall. 

During  his  tenure  as  dean  of  the  university, 
W&L  first  was  named  among  the  top  25  liberal 
arts  colleges  in  the  country.  Under  his 
presidency,  W&L  rose  to  its  current  ranking  - 
12'*"  nationwide. 

At  one  of  his  last  public  appearances,  Elrod 
shared  not  only  his  struggles  with  cancer  hut 
also,  and  more  importantly,  his  love  of  life. 

"I  don't  think  there  has  been  a  single  day  I 
haven't  felt  positive  about  life,"  he  said.  "1  can't 
imagine  living  with  cancer  without  this  attitude. 
"This  disease  pushes  everyone  against  the  wall 
with  questions:  How  should  1  live  my  life?  How 
should  1  prepare  for  my  death?  I  can't  imagine 
dealing  with  this  without  feeling  it  makes  some 
difference  in  the  scheme  of  things." 

The  life  and  work  of  John  Elrod  certainly 
made  a  difference  with  his  alma  mater.  In  1998, 
the  PC  Alumni  Association  awarded  Elrod  the 
Alumni  Gold  P  Award  in  recognition  of 
distinguished  career  achievement. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mimi  Milner 
Elrod  of  Lexington,  Va.;  and  two  sons,  Adam 
and  Joshua.

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Reflections  on  9/11:  The  PC  Spirit  endures 

Whiit  a  uvnderful  day  it  is  to  celebrate  life. 

As  you  have  read  through  this  issue  of  the  Presbyterian  College  Magazine,  you  tnay  have  noticed  tew  references  to  the 
events  of  September  11,  2001.  That  day  of  epic  violence  and  heroism  left  an  indelible  mark  on  every  American,  and  the 
intentional  omission  is  in  no  way  an  attempt  to  downplay  those  events  and  their  impact.  It  is  merely  an  acknowledgment 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  capture  in  a  news  stor\'  the  remarkable  spirit  displayed  by  members  of  the  PC  community 
following  the  tragedy. 

That  spirit  also  reaffirmed  for  many  that  this  College  is,  in  tact,  a  true  community  built  on  faith,  education,  and 
fellowship. 

News  of  the  attacks  was  still  crossing  news  wires  as  students,  faculty,  and  staff  gathered  in  Belk  Auditorium  for  the 
College's  opening  convocation.  The  emotional  ceremony,  during  which  new  members  of  the  community  signed  the 
College's  Roll  of  Honor,  was  marked  by  hugs  of  reassurance,  prayers  of  remembrance,  and  a  solid  conviction  that  the  PC 
community,  though  scarred  by  the  horrific  events,  would  be  also  further  strengthened  by  them. 

It  would  be  easy  to  overlook  the  fact  that  the  events  of  September  1 1  were  an  introduction  to  a  world  in  turmoil  for 
many  students.  Members  of  PC's  Class  of  2002  were  elementary  school  students  during  the  Gulf  War  and  many  were 
sheltered  from  that  news  by  anxious,  loving  parents.  Today's  college  students  came  of  age  during  a  decade  of  relative  peace 
and  significant  prosperity. 

During  a  discussion  session  held  the  evening  of  the  attacks,  students  spoke  with  PC  President  John  Griftith  and  other 
administrators  and  faculty  in  what  proved  to  be  a  cathartic  experience.  As  mourners  gathered  in  New  York  City,  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  and  a  scorched  field  in  Pennsylvania,  souls  were  bared  in  Clinton,  South  Carolina.  At  a  candlelight  vigil 
following  that  session,  open  wounds  began  to  heal. 

However,  remaining  true  to  the  mission  of  the  College,  the  PC  community  did  not  forget.  Work  began  immediately 
to  ensure  that  all  alumni  and  family  members  in  the  New  York  and  Washington  were  safe.  Students,  faculty,  and  staff 
flooded  the  local  blood  bank,  pushing  its  supplies  to  capacity  Dr  Tom  Weaver  and  Dr.  Jon  Smith  of  the  PC  political 
science  department  quickly  shared  information  on  Osama  bin  Laden  and  the  Taliban  through  a  document  that  introduced 
many  to  those  names  for  the  first  time.  Financial  support  flowed  to  the  Red  Cross  and  to  the  assistance  funds  that  grew 
from  the  tragedy.  The  PC  web  site  became  a  beacon,  assuring  alumni,  family,  and  friends  that  they  were  in  thoughts 
and  prayers. 

That  fateful  day  helped  raise  PC  to  its  best  as  a  community. 

As  the  lights  dimmed  during  a  ceremony  of  hope  and  healing  on  September  14,  junior  Mitchell  Spearman  (pictured 
above),  PC's  student  body  president,  struck  a  match  and  held  it  to  a  single  wick.  Spearman's  voice  was  strong  as  he  quoted 
an  appropriate  Chinese  proverb:  "It  is  better  to  light  a  single  candle  than  to  curse  the  darkness." 

How  true  those  words  became  during  five  months  of  tremendous  loss  and  renewal  for  PC. 

Lillian  Brown,  a  former  PC  first  lady  and  the  author  of  the  Bee  Mail  newsletter  passed  away  in  July,  but  she  would 
have  been  proud  to  know  that  PC  graduates  serving  in  the  military  stood  ready  to  defend  the  country's  honor  and  interests. 

Ed  Campbell,  who  dedicated  his  collegiate  and  professional  careers  to  the  College,  died  in  November.  Still,  he 
witnessed  with  pride  the  community's  outpouring  of  sympathy  and  support  following  the  attacks.  More  importantly,  he 
knew  that  such  traits  had  marked  the  PC  campus  and  its  remarkable  people  since  he  was  a  student  more  than  50  years  ago. 

The  PC  Spirit  endures. 

What  a  wonderful  day  it  is  to  celebrate  life.
